BISHOP 8ILL1T0E. 

Impressive Ceremonies at the Funeral of the 
Late uisSiop of New Westminster. ■ 

New Westminster, Juno 13. — (Special) 
—The funoral of the late Lord Bishop of 
New WoBominator, Right Rev. Acton Win- 
deyor Sillitoo, took place to-day, and was 
tho most notable and impreBsive ceremony 
of the kind over held in conneotion with tho 
Churoh of England in the diooeso of New 
Wostminster. Tho body was watched all 
night by relays consisting of ono clergyman 
and two laymen, two hours each, until 7:30 
o'clock this morhing, when the first celebra- 
tion of the Holy Communion took place. 
Rev. A. S. Hildcok officiated, asaiatod by 
Rev. A. A. Dorrells, of Ladnera. The choral 
service was hold at 9 o'olook; Bishop Perriu, 
of Victoria, celebrated, assisted by Von, 
Arohdoacon Woods and Rev. Mr. Small. 
Thoro was a vory largo congregation. 

Tho funeral service oommencod at 11:30 
o'olook, before which hour it was impos- 
sible, owing to the throng inaidc, to gain 
admittanco to tho cathedral. Every avail- 
able seat wus occupied and the aialea were 
filled as well. Several hundred persons 
were obliged to remain outBide. Tho ooffin 
stood on a bior in the ohancel, and on it lay 
tho late bishop's pastoral oroSB and mitre. 
Around tho bier were piled numerous 
beautiful flower wreaths, crosses, anchors 
and other emblems sent by sympathis- 
ing friends. Oq each side of the coffin 
lights wore ranged according to the old 
English custom. Thero waa a full choir 
presout, and a largo number of tho clergy 
both from this diocese and tho diooose of 
Columbia. The Lord Bishop of Columbia 
officiated at the church. Tho psalms were 
chanted and tho hymnB beginning : " The 
Saints of God, Their Conflict Past," and 
" For All tho Saints Who from Their Lubora 
Rest," wore sung with deep feeling. 

Tho coremony was very improasivo and 
many were moved to tears. Several minis- 
ters of other churches attonded the service 
As the body left the church, oarriod by the 
clergy, the Dead March in Saul was 
performed on tho organ. Tho funeral 
cortege waB ono of tho Urgosfc over seen in 
tho city. 

The body waa oarriod by rolaya of bearers 
from tho parishes of Holy Trinity, St. 
Mary's, St. Barnabas and Vancouvor. The 
choir, including the lady members, mem 
hers of tho women's auxiliary and many 
ladies of the congregation, walked in pro- 
cession. Delegates from the Westminster 
bar, Grand Lodge A.F. & A.M., oity conn 
oil and other public bodies were also proa' 
ont.

THE BLACK PLAGUE. 

San Francisco Considering the Necessity of 
Taking Further Precautions For Self-Fro- 
tectlon Against the Asiatic Epidemic. 

San Francisco, June 13.— While condi- 
tion in San Francisco are not at nil favor- 
able to any pest of the kind becoming 
epidemic, tho fact that steamers running be- 
tween theso ports and this city bringB hun- 
dreds of Chinese oaoh trip is sufficient to 
stir up tho board of health to take extra 
precautions to provont tho entry of suspi- 
cious caBOB. The steamor Bolgia ia the next 
vessel to arrivo from Hongkong ou the 19th. 
She loft HongkoDg when tho plaguo was 
beginning there, but the trip to Yokohama 
Is eight days, and as that is also tho 
period of incubation given by medical scien- 
tists for tho " black death," it is vory poBsi- 
blo that any caao of pestilence would have 
boon disooverod during that poriod. How- 
over, in view of tho dangorouB nature of tho 
disease tho strictest watch will bo kept on 
all steamor8 coming to this port from China. 
A conforenco of members of the board of 
health is alBO to bo hold to consider whether 
aomo apeoial precautions should bo taken in 
view of tho prevalence of tho blaok ploguo 
in the Chinese seaport towns.

VICTIMS AT APIA. 

Movement to Erect a Monument to the Sailors 
of the " Vandalla" and "Nipsic." 

San Francisco, June 12.— There ib a 
movement on foot at Vallejo to raise by sub- 
scription a fund cuflioient to erect a splendid 
monument over the graves of the sailors of 
the wrocked United States war vessels Van- 
dalia and Nipsic, who lost their lives in the 
terriblo hurricane whioh swept the bay of 
Apia in 1889. It will be remembered that 
shortly after that awful disaster in Samoa 
which resulted in the loss of bo many bravo 
sailors, 19 of the Vandalia and Nipsic dead 
wore brought to this port and interred in the 
cemetery at Vallejo. Until recently, how- 
over, only a plain board haa marked the 
location of their graves, although it haB been 
hoped that aomo atepa would bo taken by 
the government to place a monument over 
t,ho epot. Friends of the dead sailors, how- 
ever, have hoped in vain. Unfortunatoly 
there wero no fundB at Mare ibUiA which 
could bo ufled for such purpose. ThoBe who 
have tho plan in charge propose to solicit 
subscriptions from residents of Vallejo and 
the navy yard, and also from the men aboard 
tho different warships, who will no doubt 
gladly contribute thoir mite towards such a 
fitting tribute. 

TO RESUME WORK.

Pittsuurg, l'a., Juno 13.— Fifty-soven 
ooal operators in this district, pledged to 
abide by tho Columbus ogrooment, are pro- 
paring to resumo work.

Board of Trade, returned laBt evoning from 
Westminster, whoro ho had beon attending 
the mooting callod to oonBidor tho subject of 
relief for the flood sufferers.

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THE FLOODS. 



Meeting at Westminster to Consider 
the Situation and Guard A?aiust 
Future Inundations. 



A Representative Assembly — What 
Was Said— The Resolutions 
Adopted. 



On Tuesday afternoon a meeting of repre- 
sentatives of the Board of Trade and 
other gentlemen, among them several from 
the flooded distriot, was held at Westminster 
to consider what steps ought to be takon in 
rogard to the Hoods of the Eraser river and 
to guard against their devastating influences 
in the future. The gathering, which had 
been convoned by the Westminster Board of 
Trade, waB hold in the rooms of that asso- 
ciation and was presidod over by Mr. John 
Wilson, president of the board, Mr. David 
Robson aoting as secretary. A number of 
letters and telegrams having been received 

Upon the request of the chairman, Mr. 0. 
E. Renouf, Victoria's representative, first 
addressed the meeting. He Btateil that tho 
B. C. Board of Trado mot yeatorduy to dis- 
cuss what action conld be taken in regard to 
tho flood. They regrettod the exaggerated 
reports that had been sent to the outside 
presB of the state of the Frasor valley, and 
were sure that such statements would 
seriously affeot our commercial interests. 
There was no necessity for aid from Eastern 
cities, as British Columbia had euffioiont 
pride to effect all necessary relief in 
herself, and tho settlers would certainly 
bo more willing to work than receive 
oharity. They would rather earn fifty 
cents than have a dollar given to thorn. 
Victoria will cortalnly contribute largely if 
necessary, both in monoy and goods. It 
the Lieutenant-Govornor were appointed 
chairman of tho relief committee his name 
would inspire confidence, and many would 
give monoy without solicitation. The Vic- 
toria board did not think that they could 
give any praotical advice as to what form 
the relief should take, as those present 
knew exactly tho position of affairs. The 
government deserve great credit for tho 
prompt manner in which they had rendered 
assistance, and any committee ahould bo 
careful not to clash with the government 
aid. (Applause ) 

Mr. Renouf then read a resolution passed 
by the B.C. Board of Trade, and also a let- 
ter from the Lieut.-Governor offering all as- 
sistance in his power. He said in conclu- 
sion that Viatoria would be ready to con- 
tribute her share in tho case of necessity, 
but thought that aid Bheuld not be asked 
from private oitizenB until the government's 
resources were exhausted. (Applause.) 

Alderman R. Nightingale, of Nanaimo, 
Baid he was sorry to be at the meeting on 
such an occasion, but would say that Nanai- 
mo would go to the fullest extent of her 
small means in helping to alleviate tho dis- 
tress. The people of that oity wore a hard 
working class, and could not give beyond 
their means. They had no organization as 
yet, but when they know what this meeting 
wished done, a publio meeting would be 
called and Nanaimo do her best. (Applause. ) 

President G. R. Major, of the Vancouver 
Board cf Trade, said : We have already 
taken steps in Vancouver to assist where 
aid is necessary, the matter boing handled 
by a joint committee of citizenB. They have 
a lot of money on hand and will do what the 
meeting decider. In any event, Vancouvor 
will not be behindhand when assistance ia 
required, (Applause.) 

Messrs. W. Skene and W. F. Salsbury, of 
Vancouver, endorsed the words of the pre- 
vious speakor. 

Mr. C. G. Major aaid that he was glad 
that the speeches of the previous speakers 
showed that all the Provinco woa in accord 
with the idea of confining tho call for tem- 
porary relief to this Province. The exag- 
gerated reporta of tho condition of affaire 
wore ridiculous. Every day there were 
telegrams received, showing a very erroneous 
idee of what really occurred. Agreeing 
with his friend from Victoria, he thought 
they had enough resources within the 
bounds to supply all the necessary 
funds in the matter. There is, how- 
ever, somothiDg more important than 
even temporary aid. They had to 
consider how the settlers' home are to 
be placed in a safe position. What had to 
be doue was to lay before the authorities at 
Ottawa a request, backed by all the influ- 
ence British Columbia possesses, that the 
Dominion government take in hand the 
proper reclamation of the Fraser valley. 
Very little can be done until the water goes 
down beyond gathering information, so that 
it would be posBiblo to provide Beed for cropa 
and food for the winter. A good idea would 
be to engage two reliable men to gather all 
the information possible to lay before tho 
■committee. 

Mr, D. J. Munn supportod tho idea of 
getting full information, and as there wore 
many present who were able to give it ho 
should like to hear from them. (Applause.) 

Mr. G. Rawlinson then ,?avo a graphic 
description of the state of affairs in Langley, 
and stated that all attempts at putting in a 
crop would bo useless until tho fonoeB were 
repaired, as the cattle would Bpoil all tho 
work. There had been no Iosb of oattle to 
speak of owing to the exertions of the Gov- 
ernment. (Applause.) And until the waters 
subsided it would be impossible to ascertain 
the amount of damage done. 

Mr. A. C. WellB fully boro out Mr. 
Rawlinaon'a remarks with regard to tho 
necoEsity of repairing fences; and alao 
thought that very few cattle were lost. 
Tho only thing was to provido food for 
them for tho presont, aa they woro bunched 
on the small patohea of dry ground and 
wore in very poor condition. A aupply of 
hay hud been sent up but it did not last 
long. Now sottlera were getting discour 
aged, and work should be supplied on re- 
clamation works to let tho settlors earn an 
honoBt dollar, as they were willing to labor 
for it. They wore' not looking round for 
Boft snaps. (Applause.) 

Reeve Cawloy also apoko of tho groat 
damage done to fences. If tho water went 
down by July 1, there would be no difficulty 
in getting a orop of barley or potatoes. Mil- 
let would also bo splendid food for stock and 
grow very fast. Tho beat way to afford re- 
lief was by starting reclamation works, as 
employment was the best way to Buocor dis- 
tress. (Applause.) 

Reeve Fawcott, of Dewdney, aaid tho 
fences in their district were all gone. Tho 
government had promptly assisted with 
prosent supplies and thoy had given promise 
of aeod when that could be put in. They 
were struggling there against sorioua ad- 
versities. Several of his neighbors felt that 
their land was getting boyond thoir roach 
on account of taxes and amount of mortgagea 
and interest. He thought some of tho 
mortgagees should help by postponing pay-

mont of interest and posBibly discharging a 
part altogether, 

Mr. McGillivray, from Chllliwaok, 
atrongly urged the adoption of means to 
prevent the recurrence of these disastrous 
losses from the flood. The distress will be 
felt not bo much now as later on when there 
is no harvest and no winter supplies and no 
spring seed. Some of their farmers had 
even lost dwelling-houses, In particu- 
lar ho mentioned the Messrs. Chjdsoy, 
who had lost both their dwelling-houses. 
He agreed with Mr. Renouf that no help 
ahould be asked outside the Provinco. We 
were able to stand this flood, but a recur- 
rence might be provented. In our sootion 
we are thankful and gratetul to tho govern- 
ment for the saving of entire banda of stock 
whioh otherwise would have been drowned. 
It might be said that tho government were 
only doing their duty, but it was a good 
servant that did that. (Applause.) 

Mayor Anderson auggeated that they 
Bhould now hear what the government were 
preparod to do, and then they could bettor 
discuss what supplementary aid was neces- 
sary. 

Mr. W. H. Ladner, reeve of tho Delta, 
stated that great cire would have to bo 
taken in the distribution of seed, as some 
had applied to him for more than thoy could 
possibly uao. Some requiro assistance with 
seed, and a large number aro willing to re- 
pay aame in the fall. His municipality had 
taken steps to buiid a dyko from tho high 
land to the mouth of the rivor, purchasing 
their own machinery, and a meeting would 
be held on Thursday. Thoy woro not ao 
badly flooded aa most localities, and were 
willing to help thoao worse off than them- 
selveB. (Applause.) 

Hon. Theo. Davie, who was received with 
loud applause, said : No doubt we are in 
the midst of a great calamity, but we can- 
not cIobo our oyos to the fact that tho mat- 
ter has beon greatly exaggerated. Tho ao- 
count he read in tho Post-Intelligencer of 
the FraBer river from its mouth up being a 
boundloas sea, with tho doad bodies of hun- 
dreds of cattle and dozens of human beings 
floating down, may be taken aa Bomo idea of 
tho gross exaggeration that had been tele- 
graphed abroad, and that was tho roason he 
had so many wires profforing rolief ; in one 
instance $1,200 had boen forwarded. 
The B, C. members of the Dominion 
houBe had wired asking if the 
Eastern cities Bhould be appealed to for 
assistance, but after oonforence with his 
colloagues ho had wired that we were able 
to supply our own wants. (Applause) He 
waa glad those present endorsed the action 
of tho government. Thoy also took it into 
their hands to write Sir John Thompson that 
if the Dominion government would institute 
a perfect schemo of reclamation the Provinco 
was prepared to co-operate with them. 
The matter Bhould bo done in tho moat 
thorough manner and the best praotical 
knowledge should be brought to bear on 
the subject. It was not the time to be 
thinking only of our present necessities, 
for there wore thousands of aores of 
highly fertile lands, and the homes of 
hundredB of sottlera now under tho waters, 
but if a proper scheme of dyking is carried 
through we shall bo able to retain the 
prosperity that has and will attend farming 
along the Fra?er river. (Cheers.) If wo 
were to ask the Dominion government only 
for temporary assistaooe in the matter, we 
should be throwing away our trump card 
and loae the hopo of their undertaking that 
necessary schemo of reclamation which ia at 
presont too largo for the Province to under- 
take itself. If this ia done we ahall hear no 
more of floods like thoae of 18S2, 1886, 
and unfortunately 1S94, aB thoBO who know 
it best say it can bo done, although the 
work would be an expensive uudertaking. 
The Dominion Government waB interested 
and had a duty in the matter as owniDg the 
land ind an having authority over tho navig- 
able river. Ia tho interests also of our great 
nation *1 highway the C.P.R , aomething 
needed to be done. Ho could not eetimato 
how much it would cost, but supposed it 
would amount to §i, 000, 000; it is not beyond 
tho Province and the Dominion to carry it 
out and the expending of thia aum will be a 
paying investment. Tho government look 
upon the matter of relief as a purely local 
one, and he was glad that their view 
was so largely shared in by tho 
gentlemen present. He was glad to 
bear that there had been practically no 
losa of life and very littlo loss of cattle. 
They had made very full inquiry as to what 
was wanted in the diBtriot. They found 
supplies for stock to be chiefly wanted and 
had supplied what was wanted freely. In 
the matter of Beed they had made arrange- 
ments for an abundant supply as soon as it 
could bo used. Regarding payment he 
thought if the people wished they might 
make some return to the government, either 
in money or in kind as they felt disposed. 
This course had beon adopted in tho North- 
west and in Borne parts of Australia. The 
mattor of fencing had roceived the utmost 
consideration. He could not Bay oxaotly 
what they would do, but they 
would consider each particular case on 
its own merits. Thoy had done what thoy 
had, of course, without parliamentary sanc- 
tion, but thought they could not have done 
less than they had done, and ho believed 
parliament would sustain them, How best 
to distribute the bounty of tho government 
and of private persona in this matter waB a 
matter of difficulty, but Colonel Baker 
thought thore should be a committoo in 
oach municipality with the reeve at its 
head. Ho said what was needed was that 
they act as one man in tho matter and he 
had no doubt that they would speedily re- 
cover from all tho losses they had sustained. 

Reeve Calderwood Baid those who Buffered 
most were small holders— Borne of them woro 
only tenants — and he knew that already 
considerable diatrosa prevailed and Boed 
would bo noeded, as also somo useful public 
work to give thom cmploymont aud somo 
money coming in, 

Mr. Renouf moved that it is tho opinion 
of thia mooting that a committoo be formed 
to gather information as to what rolief may 
be found necessary, and that when auch in- 
formation is gathered an appoal bo mado to 
the people of British Columbia for funds, 
and that Buch appoal shall bo of a provincial 
oharactor only, aB whilst thanking outside 
contributors thoro is no furthor need to ap- 
peal to thoir genoroaity. 

Mr. Codo aaid ho foarod tho adoption of 
the motion would clash with the work at 
present being done by Col. Biker. 

Hon. J. H. Turnor Baid that Colonel 
Baker had appointed individuals in each 
distriot to obtain information. Ho thought, 
however, that tho arrangements could bo 
made to work togother, and ho thought it 
woll that the Lieutenant-Governor bo at the 
head of the committee Ho was glad to hear 
tho remark inadvertently that they all wore 
in socord with tho feelings of the country. 
This is not a matter only for tho Provinco, 
but must bo taken up and borne by tho Do- 
minion, that tho flooding of these lands may 
be stopped. They must havo a report 
o! the boat ongineer to know how to 
handlo the matter und to carry it out 
on a largo acalo. In the cbbo of tho Missis- 
sippi it waa tho nation that undertook tho 
Continued on Third Page.

Whereaa tho presont outflow of the 
Frascr river has inundated a large area of 
*'ie agricultural lands of the Fraser River, 
aad caused groat loss and suffering 
to tho settlers upon them { and 
whereas a largo quantity of land 
within that area is owned by tho Domin- 
ion government ; and whereas tho preserva- 
tion of the proper channel of the river 
will require a thorough system of dyking 
and in control of tho Fedoral or Provincial 
government, or of both combined ; and 
whereas the jurisdiction on the Fraser rivor 
belongs to the Dominion governrnen and not 
the Provincial government : ; therefore, it is 
the opinion of this meeting that the Domin- 
ion government Bhould take tho establishing 
of a thorough and permanent system of dyk- 
ing tho said lands at the earliest possible 
time with such assistance as the Provincial 
government may be able to hflfjrd. 

Mr. John Hendry supported tho resolution 
and urged the need of it, not only to secure 
the settlers, but also to reatoro the con- 
fidence of those outaide. 

Mr. Tatlow said he ccruld bear testimony 
to the excellent spirit in which the calamity 
had been met by tbs people themselves. 
He also said u great part of the trouble 
would really be in tho direction of want of 
funds to meet obligations upon them when 
they rolisd on having a crop to pay their 
debts. 

It was moved by "Mr, Hamersley and sec- 
onded '"by Mr. Skene that the secretary of 
the committee forward a copy of this foro- 
■gaing resolution to the boards of trade of 
the cities, the city counoils and the muni-

A hostilo feeling 
prevails at iFez, where Muley Ismail, 
brother of the deceased, has been acting as 
fohe Sultan's representative. 

Toulon, June 12. — Four warships under 
Admiral LoBourgeois, have started for 
Tangier. Tho ironclads • Mag«ata, Ad- 
miral Dup»rre, and Adler, under Admiral 
Ganda, h»ve also beon ordered in readiness 
to sail for Morocco at tho shortest notice. 
Thoipolioy of isolation followed by the sul- 
tans, of Morocco, >of skillfully playing tho 
interests of one power against those of an- 
other, 'has left the Moors without a friend in 
Ecropo, and each power ia actuated solely 
by the-tlesire to seaaro tho largest individual 
profit fnom the proposed division of Bpoila.

THE CITY MAKKEi'S. 

Trade Conditions Not Very Promising Chvlnir 
to Use Hallway Block— Arrivals of 
Fruit and Vegetables. 

Whether from an importer';! or exporter's 
standpoint the condition of the market ia 
not very promising. Traffic with the Eiflt 
is Btill blockaded as far as the Great North- 
ern and C.P.R. are concerned and is liable 
to ba bo for some time. In onnEequence all 
the supplies nob in stock ond required im- 
mediately must be obtained from tho U.S. 
coast citios. Threo or four largo ocoan ves- 
eela have arrived from foreign ports during 
the week; but their cargoes, other than in 
tho augur line, have not affected the market 
to Bny great extent. Local merchants have 
not given any large orders for supplies dur- 
ing tho week, most of thorn getting along as 
best they can until tho freight already on 
tho road arrives here. In view of tho early 
atart of the sealing fleet for Bebriug aaa, 
the next few weeks will doubtleaa bring 
a good demand for provisions from wholeaalo 
dealers. As will be seen by the appended 
list a good varloty of fruits is appearing on 
the market, A soarcity of Canadian cheese 
lu reported and ogga have advanced 5 oonta 
per dczon.

SECTIONALISM. 

It will be rememomberod that during the 
recent session of tho LegiBlaturo the Opposi- 
tion made a vigorous effort to disclaim sec- 
tionalism as part of their policy. They 
even condemned tho Government for mak- 
ing mention of the words " Island " and 
" Mainland " in ollicial documentB. They 
protested so much on this score that even a 
stranger to their political careers would bo 
suspicious of their sincerity. 

Wo aro not surprised, therefore, and 
cur readers will not be taken un- 
avarea, to hear that the cam- 
paign in Westminster district is being 
conducted on purely sectional lines, and in 
this we must extend our sympathies to Mr. 
Beaverj, because in all tho recent meetings 
the Oppoeition speakers have taken particu- 
lar pains to repudiate him, notwithstanding 
that the "Independents" made him last 
session a useful agent if not a willing 
instrument in carrying out their designs 
The Bev. Mr. Maxwell, who is now, it 
appears, one of the chiefs of the party, even 
went so far as to say publicly, " We have 
no use for Beaven." 

Tho extreme sectionalism of the Opposi- 
tion exhibits itself at every meeting, in which 
the Mainland is held up as the cow which 
has been for years milked by the Island for 
its own bonefit. Thia is tho burden of the 
speeches of local spouters when dealing with 
roada, bridges, public buildings and other 
matterB of local interest, and such questions 
as "Canada Western" and redistribution. 
Tho whole aim of theso gontlemon is. to 
arouse sectional prejudice against the Island, 
and in doing so they do not hesitate to 
openly repudiate such friends as Meaara. 
Beaven and Milne, who, however they may 
feel towards tho " Independent" wing of the 
Opposition, have not been averse to act as 
its political allies and tools. 

It is somowhat significant that a Bimilar 
policy is being pursued in Victoria by tho 
allies of tho Westminster agitators. Dr. 
Milne, at the Opposition mooting the other 
evening, tried to oxcite tho jealousy of hia 
audionco by representing that the Govern- 
ment had done or promised more for Van- 
couver than that city is entitled to, Tho 
cloao observer of what is now going on muBt 
see that the efforts of tho Opposition party 
aro in this direction, and that they base 
their hopes of succoas on theao mischiovouB 
methods. In evory district they are assidu- 
ously at work endoavoring to convince the 
electors that thoy have been badly treated, 
and that somo other district has had all the 
favors bestowed upon it. Of courBO tho 
absurdity of this course will bo completely 
demonstrated beforo election day, but 
in the meantime it is being vigorously pur. 
sued everywhere 

HOWLING AT MEETINGS. 

The meeting in New Westminster on 
Tuesday evoning was a little too noisy to be 
pleasant. It is to be regretted that tho 
speakers were rudely interrupted, for out- 
siders will be apt to conoludo that tho noisy 
people woro afraid that tho gontlemon whom 
thoy intorruptod would mako an impression 
unfavorable to tho Opposition candidate. 
Men who feol strong, who know they 
have right and reason on their side, 
are gonorally quiot and tolerant. They 
give those who oppose them a fair 
hearing, and what they have to say for 
themselves is said decently and in an orderly 



manner. These are tho men whose votes 
tell in an eleotion, and tho great majority of 
them are seldom found on the Bido of the 
disturbers of publio meetings. 

Wo do not make tho mistake of blaming 
the inhabitants of New Westminster gener- 
ally for the noiae and disordor of the moot- 
ing of Tuesday ovoning. We know what an 
uproar a comparatively few excitable and 
unscrupulous people can make at a 
meeting, greatly to tho annoyanco of 
the great bulk of the audience, of all 
parties, who want to hear what tho 
epoakers havo to say for thomselveB. Wo 
havo no doubt that many of thoso who most 
Btrongly disapprove of tho rudeness and the 
incivility of tho howlers aro among tho in- 
habitants of Westminster. They feol that 
dioorodit has been brought on their city by 
a few unruly men moat of whom havo little 
or no atako in tho coming oleotion. 

Wo vonture to predict that nono of tho in- 
habitanta of WostminBtor will bo moro sur- 
prised at tho result of tho eleotion in that 
city than tho stampers and tho howlers who 
on Tuesday evoning bolievod that they had 
the ball at their foot. It will bo a mystery 
to thorn whore all tho supporters of tho Gov- 
ernment camo from. This waB tho case in 
tho State of Oregon a few days ago. The 
Populists woro very unploasantly demon- 
strative. They treated their quiot oppon- 
ents with unbounded soorn, but whon tho 
votos were counted thoy found that thoy 
wore snowed under. It is moro thnn prob 
able that ono of tho causes of their defeat 
was that order-loving electors did not want 
to havo such intolerant peoplo aa thoy had 
proved themselves to bo in tho ascendant 

THE TICKET COMPLETE. 

Tho retirement of Mr. J. W. Home, ono 
of the throe Government candidates first 
nominated in Vancouver, nooeBsitatod tho 
selection of someono to take his place. Wo 
learn that Mr. E. Odium has boon chosen 
Thia gontloman, boeidoa being locally 
a prominent oitizan, ia well known outside 
of British Columbia, and tho Government 
and tho people of Vancouver aro to bo 
congratulated upon his selection. Ho is 
a nan admirably fitted to bo a repre- 
sentative of that city, and especially 
well qualifiod for legislative work. Mr. 
Odium is ono of those who largely by his 
own efforts has risen to a position of 
prominence. Ab a gentleman of scholastic 
attainments and high intelligence, combined 
with a practical business experience, he is 
just the man to represent with credit a 
rising oity like Vancouver. 

The ticket in Vancouver is now complete, 
and is ono of which every citizen of Vancou 
ver, irrespective of politics, may feol proud 

Tho candidates are all good speakors, men 
of excellent business qualitiea and above 
reproach as citizens. 

MISCH1E VO US EX A OQ ERA TION. 

Tho San Francisco Examiner of the 9;h 
inst. contains a telegram purporting to bo 
from Victoria, B.C., in which tho dcatruc 
tion caused by the floods in British Colum 
bia is grossly and mischievously oxaggor 
ated. "In the municipalities, correspond 
ing tt American counties," tho Victoria liar 
says, " it is found by this conaua taken as 
carefully as poaaiblo and which is very con 
aervative, that fully 15,000 peoplo aro home 
leaa in consequence of tho flooding of the 
Fraser. What their losses will be cannot 
yet bo calculated." Then follows 
detailed list of homeless ones, 
which the Delta municipality is put 
down at 2,000, Matequi 1,000, Chil- 
liwack 3,000, Bicbmond 1,500, and bo 
on. Notwithstanding his immenso capacity 
for lying, the Examiner's correspondent 
Cknnot bring up his total to more than 
12,300, leaving 2,700 "homeless ones" unac- 
counted for. It is hard to understand how 
any man or woman in Victoria can be bo 
utterly unscrupulous as to telegraph to San 
Franoisco statements eo absurdly falso as 
theso, and it is almost as hard to understand 
how tho Examiner can be so reckless or so 
unprincipled aa to encourage eorroapondenta 
to " fake " the news in thia atrocious faah- 
ion. If all tho news it gota resembles this 
telegram from Victoria its enterprise con- 
sists in encouraging unscrupulous corres- 
pondents to send it the most absurd lies 
they can invent. After thia it will bo 
utterly impossible for any aonsiblo citizen of 
Victoria to boliovo a aiDglo item of telo- 
graphic news that the Examiner contains. 
Ho has seen how tho news from Victoria ia 
manufactured, aud ho will naturally con- 
oludo that tho news from everywhere else is 
faked in the aamo way. 

As a contrast to tho invention 
of the Examiner's sensational Victoria cor- 
respondent, wo take from tho Westminster 
Columbian of tho 11th inst., published on 
tho banks of tho Fra6er, tho following 
item :— 

" Mr. Campbell Sweony, manager of the 
Bank of Montreal at Vancouver, returned 
yoetorday from a trip through tho flooded 
districts. He doos not think any roliof will 
be required in tho caso of tho majority of 
tho Bufforers by tho Hood and only tem- 
porary assistanco by others. A fow families, 
he thinks, will require moro or loss assist- 
anco for somo months." 

This is what a man cf standing in tho com- 
munity and a shrewd observer said about 
the " homeless ones " in tho valley of the 
Frasor river. 

It is a pity that tho circumstances havo 
boon suoh that it has boon impossible to find 
out how many have been actually driven 
out of houso and home by the invading 
wators. Tho only estimato we have hoard 
of is that of tho Provincial Secretary, who 
was aomo days in tho distriot doing what ho 
could to reliovo the Bufferera from tho Hood. 
Tho concluaions to which ho arrived woro 
very much the same us thoso that aro re- 
portod aa boing Mr. Campbell Swoony'a. 
Tho " consus " spoken of by the Examiner's 
correspondent has no exiatonco. 
Tho disaster is no doubt a dreadful ono, 



and those who are its victims deserve the 
sympathy and the assistance of their 
countrymen in this provinco and out 
of it. From all that we can learn 
thero ia no immediate want in tho district, 
Tho relief extended to the people by the 
Government and by corporations and indi- 
viduals is sufficient to supply present wants. 
When tho water aubBidos the extent of tho 
damago done will bo soon and what will be 
required to repair it, as far aa it oan bo re- 
paired, will ba found out by rigid and sys- 
tematic inquiry. When this information is 
obtained wo aro quite euro that thoae in 
noed of help and those v/ho will accept it 
will get from various sources all tho assist- 
ance they require. So far, as to both tho 
number of tho sufferers and the amount of 
damago done, all has bcon pure guess work 
or, we regret to havo to say, mischievous 
lyiDg invented for the solo purpoBO of get- 
ting up a sensation in ordor to mako tho 
papers which contain tho false accounts Boll 
woll.

ENGLAND AND FRANCE. 

Tho impression seems to be that tho new 
French Ministry ia cot friendly to Great 
Britain. M. Dupuy, tho Premier, is said to 
bo an Anglo phobiBt and it is bolievod that 
ho will not miaa an opportunity of annoying 
the British Government. Already he is 
complaining of tho movements of tho British 
in Western Africa, whoro their possossionB 
aro unpleasantly noar tho Frouch sphoro of 
influence. Tho attitude of Lord Rosobery 
is firm. Ho says that tho British have 
made tho troaty of which the French com- 
plain, that they intend to carry out its 
provision?, and that no other power 
has any right to interfero. This is 
considered a bold, porhaps an auda- 
cious answer, but it is tho best one 
which tho British Government could make 
under the circumstances. Tho correspond- 
ent of tho New York Tribuno, commenting 
upon the stand that tho British Government 
has taken in the Congo region, says: "On 
somo delicate ground of abstract ethics it 
might be adversely critioisod. Thoro is in 
it an echo of ' tho Bimple plan that ho shall 
take who haa the power and ho ahall keep 
who can, 1 but judging by current standards 
of international morals and by tho praotical 
neceBaitios of tho case, it is tho only 
logical and effective answer to bo made." 
It is quite possible that the new 
French ministry may bluster for a while, 
but there is not the least danger that it will 
take any serious step against Great Britain 
about the Congo treaty or anything elso. 
Franco cannot afford to quarrel with Great 
Britain or any other first-class power just 
now. War would be a terribly dangerous 
experiment for Franco to mako as things are 
at proaent. There is no tolling what results 
it would havo both at homo and abroad. 
The masses in Franco aro rostleBB and inclined 
to bo turbulent a war might precipitate 
matters and plunge the country into a 
socialistic revolution, with chances for com- 
muniats and anarchists to carry out their 
designs. Besides, while Germany is as an 
tagonistio to Franco as over she was, France 
is not so sure of Russia's help as she was a 
little while ago.

My life," continued 
ho, " ia vuluable to myself alone; Bnuffed 
out, its loss in the haunta and paths of life 
is easily filled. The cargo of a vessel, on 
tho contrary, is a real loss of tho produc- 
tions of tho earth — impossible to be re- 
placed." 

His waa a life, however, not " valuablo 
to himself alono," as tho genuino sorrow at 
his death too plainly shows how real his 
loss ia to the whole Provinco.

An Esteemed Correspondent Contri 
butes Interesting 1 Reminiscences 
of a, Remarkable Mau. 



Early History of John Kergan- 
Desire for Solitude 
Explained. 



-His 



An esteemed correspondent, " W. G. H. 
E.," writos tho Colonist as follows in con 
neotion with tho death of John Kurgan, bet 
ter known to the publio aa " the hermit of 
Trial island " : — 

" Your description of John Kergan, the 
hermit of Trial island, an account of whose 
sad death hy drowning appeared in your 
isaue of June 8, doea not quite do justico to 
the true charaoter of this strange man. 
From one who know him well the following 
facts may intoroat your readers : 

" John Kergan waa an Irish-Canadian by 
birth, brought up in East Canada, whore as 
a waterman on the lakes and rivers he 
developed that fearleas skill and daring 
upon the waters for whioh he was well 
known. The writer showed him your 
description of * the hermit,' as it appeared 
in your issue of Maroh 2-i, '93 It drew a 
Bmile from him as he remarked, ' So they call 
me a hermit ! Well, if they knew how I hatt- 
the drinking, smoking habits, and general 
conversation of those with whom I have to 
mix, they would not wonder at my living 
away from them. It is true 1 left Trial ie 
land because I waa constantly being rubhuii 
of my small possessions, and tried to stop ii 
by placing a oartridge over the door, intend 
ing to catch the intruder, but the man whi- 
intended to rob mo evidently told the police ' 

" The writer's first acquaintance with this 
strange yet gifted man was off Cape Flat 
tery, where, alone in an open boat of his 
own construction, he was seeking a new 
abode, 'far from the madding crowd's igno- 
ble strife '—for abovo all things he wua a 
man of peaco. 

"He found a suitable spot in a lonesome 
bay in the harbor of San Juan, where he 
built a cabin, cleared some land and carried 
on some experiments, of whioh his fortile 
brain seemed full. Equally an adept at a 
dozen trades, and uncommonly industrious, 
he would first make his own tools, out ot 
the simplest materials, and then carry out 
hiB designs. 

" He had a genius for building boats, whioh 
for seaworthiness and ligntness could 
soarcely be equalled. This man with a 
single round saw, whioh he worked either 
by wind or water power, would cut up 
cedar planks from drift wood, and with 
hammer and nails construct a water tight 
boat, with which in tho atormiest weather 
he would travel from San Juan to Victoria 
often in less than twelve hours. 

"He had also tho gifta of an artist, whioh 
had they been trained at all must have 
developed greatly. Aa it is some of his 
piotures, drawn from nature, adorn the 
walls of well-to-do people'a houses in Vic- 
toria. In this work like the patDtara of 
old he manufactured his own piinta and 
brushes, 

" Ho had also plans of an air engine to 
drive hiaboat ; he ahowBd me once some im- 
pervious tarpaulin, both lasting and sound, 
the materials for which (except the oloth) 
came from the eei shore. What was re- 
markable was he always carried out his 
plans to perfect completion bafore he loft 
them, and usually with simple and inex- 
pensive materials. 

" Hij sterling qualities of uprightness, 
honesty and straightforwardness were made 
known to all who came across him. It ia 
gad to think that a man who had euoh re- 
markable gifts should have been virtually 
lost. When th» writer last saw him he 
said, * Well, my natural life is now half 
over, and I wish to spend the remainder 
a,lon» and In peace.' 

" Alaa, it was the peace of eternity, en- 
tered upon off tho stormy shore of West 
Vancouver Island. Perhaps to Bum up this 
man's character it might be eaid it was sim- 
plicity and purity, ' the two wings by which 
man is lifted above all earthly tbings, Sim- 
plicity is intention, purity is affection 
simplicity tends to God, purity apprehends 
and taatee Him.' From long conversations 
with this man in lonesome hours the writer 
has reason to suppose that John Kergan, 
the hermit of Trial Island, was pure in soul 
and manly in oharaoter, as well as gifted 
above the average of his fellow-men, whose 
company he so Btrangoly shunned.

Serions Charges Preferred Against 
Vice-President Judgre by Annie 
Besant 

President Olcott Fixes London as the 
Scene of the 
Trial. 



The mystery surrounding the identity of 
the person who accused W. Q Judge, vice- 
president of the Theosophical Sooiety, of 
misusing the names and handwritings of 
the Mahatmas has been cleared away at last. 
The accuser iB Mra. Annie Besant. This in- 
formation is conveyed in a circular aent out 
by H. S. Olcott, president of the sooiety, 
from the headquarters at Adyar, India. 

The trial of Judge on the accusation of 
Mra. BeBant will begin on June 27 in Lon- 
don. The vice-president was charged with 
using his position in the sooiety to form 
what he called the " inner circle," made up 
of people mentally weak enough to believe 
that Judge possessed occult power. 

Upon these dupes Judge was acouBed of 
exercising his hypnotic influence, to the end 
that they hold opinions and indulged in 
practices disgraceful to the ThooBophical 
Society. An ultimatum was sent to Judge 
by Olcott that his resignation would bo ac- 
cepted, but the vice-president preferred a 
public trial. Ho accused W. E. Coleman, 
a olerk in the quartormaotor's department 
at the Presidio, Alowanji M. Shroff, a mer- 
chant of Bombay, and others of being the 
porsonB who mado the charges. 

In this Judgo was far from the mark 
Neither Colemau nor Shrcff aro members of 
tho society, and it iB now settled beyond a 
doubt- that Mrs. Besant is his acousor. • 
H. S. Olcott's circular reads as follows : 
Iheosopuioal Society, 

President's Office, 
Adyar (India), April 27, 1S94. 
The following facta are published for the 
information of members of the society : 

On February B last, while at Allahabad, 
Mrs. Annie Besant handed the undersigned 
a written demand that cortain accusations 
" with referenco to certain letters and in tha 
alleged writings t £ the MahatmaB," injuri- 
ous to the publio character of VV. Q. Judge, 
vice-president of the sooioty, should bo dealt 
with by a committee an provided by Artiole 
VI, Sections 2, 3 and 4, 

On tho following day, from Agra, a copy 
of this letter was forwarded by the under- 
signed to Mr. Judge without the expression 
of any opinion as to the validity or other- 
wise of tho accusations in question. No 
specific charges having been filed, this was 
merely a preliminary measure. 

From n motive of delicacy no question was 
asked the accused aa to his guilt or inno- 
cence, but the undorsigned, in tho exercise 
of his discretion, gave Mr. Judge the option 
of resigning his office or submitting the case 
to investigation. The implication being, of 
course, that if guilty he would wish to 
quietly retire, or if innocent, to be brought 
bofore the committee, and thus set at rest, 
once and for all, tho injurious rumora afloat 
in different parts of the world. 

The alternative offered carried with it, as 
will be clearly soon, no intimation that the 
rumors were truo, nor that the undersigned 
believed them so, or the contrary. 

Mr. Judge having cabled a denial of his 
guilt, the firat step prescribed by the Con- 
stitution for such cases was then taken, viz , 
the ordering of a "Judicial Committee" 
as provided for under Article VI ; the offi- 
cial notificnuon of the Bame to tho accused 
and the members of the General Council j 
and the serving upon each of a copy of the 
dotailed charges and specifications, then 
drafted by Mrs. Annie Besant as accuser. 
The provisions of our Constitution were 
thus striotly followed out, and there ubb 
been no deviation whatever. 

It was hoped by the undersigned that the 
whole matter would have been kept private 
until the committee had met, disposed of the 
charges and rendered its verdiot, which 
would then h»,vo been officially promulgated 
by him. 

But tho opposite policy having been ad- 
opted by the accused ana the General Secre- 
taries of the European and Indians sections, 
and printed oiroulars having been distribut- 
ed by them throughout tho whole world, 
aeorecy is no longer possible, and hence the 
present executive notica is iaaued with the 
deepest regret for its necessity. 

The undersigned deplores that hia col- 
leagues, Mr. Mead and Mr. Keightley, 
should have noted in auch haste as to bave 
committed the indieoretion of censuring him 
for breaches in procedure and a violation of 
the Constitution of which he was not guilty, 
He regrets also the fact of Mrs. Besant being 
the accuser of Mr. Judge should not have 
been mentioned, if tho publio was to be 
taken into confidence at all at this prelim- 
inary stage. 

To correot misapprehensions the under- 
signed has to Btate that in the opinion of 
eminent counsel (members of tho society) 
the trial of the charges against Mr. Judge 
does not involvo the question of the exist- 
ence or non-existence of the Mahatmas or 
their connection with tho Bociety. 

Tho Judicial Committeo is notified to 
moot in London on June 27, and tho under- 
signed finds himself compelled to attend, 
contrary to his wishes and expectations. 
Ho will leave Adyar about tho middle of 
May for London via Marseilles.

SALVADOR'S REVOLUTION. 

Oulet in Libertad Under the Now Conditlons- 
Ex-Vlce-Presldent Ezota Unilor 
U. S. Protection. 

La Libertad (via Galveston), Juno 12.— 
Tho revolution is practically finished, and 
all iB quiet in La Libertad under the now 
Btate of affairs. Tho American tars from 
tho Bennington who did bo muoh to protect 
the helplees during tho ohange of mastery 
hero yesterday have ro-embarkod, leaving 
only a few mariners behind to guard tho 
conaulato and cable station. General An- 
tonio Ezeta, vioo-preBidont of tho Republic, 
erroneous reports of whose doath have been 
freely circulated and have been belioved by 
many in La Libortad, appeared hero again 
at tho head of a small foroe of soldiers still 
loyal to him. Tho party comprised seven- 
teen in all, and us thoy wore being followed 
by an overwhelming force of victorious 
rebels, they quickly put out from the ahore 
in lighters of the Bonnington, whoro thoy 
asked for refuge from their purauere. 
-Captain Thomaa was in some douht at first 
what ho should do in tho matter, but when 
the party of General Guitorrez' men wore 
Been coming out to attack the fugitives, he 
decided to take them aboard.

A BY-LAW 

For Regulating the Supply of Water 
by the City Water Works, and Fix- 
ing the Rates to be Paid Therefor. 

Whereas by tho Corporation of Victoria 
Water Works Act, 1873, tho Municipal Coun- 
cil of tho City of Victoria aro authorized and 
ompowered to mako such by-laws as to thom 
shall seem requlslto and noccsanry for (inter 
alia) prohibiting tho soiling, disposing, giving 
away, neglect or waste of water supplied 
by tho Wator Works, and for regulating 
tho tlmo, mannor, extent and naturo of tho 
supply by tho said works, tho tonoments or 
partieB to which and to whom tho samo shall 
bo f urniahod, tho prico or prices to bo exacted 
therefor, and each and ovory other mattor or 
thing rolatlng to or connected thorowlth which 
It may bo nocesairy or proper to direct, regu 
Into or dotonnino for Issuing to tho Inhabitants 
of tho city a continued and abundant supply 
of puro nnd wholesomo water. 

And whereas It Is deomcd oxpcdlont to re 
peal tho oxiBting bylawB rolatlng to tho mat- 
ters aforesaid, and to amond and ro-onaot tho 
same. 

Therefore tho Municipnl Counoll a' tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria onaots as 
follows : 

1. Tho Waterworks Prohibition By law, 1877. 
Tho Wator Works Regulation By-law, 1885, nnd 
Tho Water Rato By-law, 1892, aro heroby sev- 
erally end rcspootlvoly ropoaled and tho fol- 
lowing By-law substituted thorcfor: 

2. It shall not bo lawful for any porson, being 
tho occupmt, tenant or Inmato of any house, 
or othorwiso supplied with wator from tho 
Water Works of tho City of Victoria to vond, 
soil or dispose of such w«ijr, or give it away to 
any porson or porsons whonisoovor, unless In 
caao of aolual necessity, or porinit It to bo takon 
or carried away by any porson or persons 
whomsoever, or to uso or apply It to tho uao or 
bonoflt of others, or to any othor than to hia, 
hor or their own uao and bonoflt, or to inoroaso 
tho Bupply of wator ngrted for with tho Wator 
Commissioner, or to wrongfully neglect or Im- 
properly waBto Buch wator. 

3. That any poraon or porsons guilty of an in- 
fraction of any of tho provisions of tho lust pro' 
ceding Boctlon Bhnll, upon conviction boforo 
any justice of tho poaco boforo whom any pro. 
cocdlnga may bo t^kon for the enforcement 
thoroof, on tho oath or affirmation of any cred- 
ible wltnpaa, forfeit and pay, at tho disoretlcn 
of tho said Justlco convicting, a ponalty not ex- 
ceeding ono hundrod dollarB for each ofTonco, 
togethor with tho cost of auch prosocution, or 
shall bo imprlsonod, at tho discretion of tho 
said iustlco convicting, for a torm not exceed, 
lag throo calandor niontha, with or without 
hard labor, and in default of payment of Baid 
flno and costB forthwith it shall and may bo 
lawful for tho jubiIco convicting as aforo- 
Baid to Isbuo a warrant under his hand and 
seal, to lovy tho said ponalty and coata.or coats 
only by distress and salo of tho offender's, or 
offenders' goods and chattels; and In case of 
no buffloicnt distress to satisfy tho said ponulty 
and coBts, It shall, and may bo lawful for tho 
justice convicting as aforesaid, to commit tho 
offondor or offendera to prison for any period 
not exceeding thrco calondar months unless 
tho sold ponalty and costs bo soonor paid. 

i. The owner or occupier of each huilding 
using the water of tho Bald Wator Works 
shall, at his own oxpenso. lay down and pro- 
vido, and at all times maintain and keep in 
good condition, all the pipes and apparatus 
upon hia premises or for his use, of tho d-: scrip 
tion, and subject to tho rules following, 
namoly : such plpos shall bo antl-corroalvo and 
laid to a dopth of not less than sixteen Inches 
below tho surfaco of tho ground, nnd bo provi. 
ded with a sufficient numbor of stop and wasto 
cocks, with handles plnood abovo tho surfaco 
of tho ground, by which tho water can bo shut 
off and all pipes exposed to frost drained dry 
whon required ; nnd no consumor shall run, or 
allow to run, water to waste oithor to prevent 
pipes from bursting by frost or othorwiso. 

5. Tho drawing, (bib) stop and ball cockB shall 
bo strong and of hard brass, and of tho kind 
known as comproaalon cocks, or such other 
kind as may bo sanctioned by tho Wator Com 
n-lsslorier or City Englnoer, and, in courts of 
housos nnd other exposed placos. shall bo pro- 
tected by a casing mado to open with a key 
and kopt locked. 

C. Evory cistern supplied from tho said 
Wator Works must bo absolutely watertight, 
and providod with a ball cock and proper 
moans of access and Inspection and must not 
havo an ovorflow or wasto plpo unless tho 
samo ia conBtrucUd to tho satisfaction of tho 
Water Commissioner or City Kngincor. 

7. Every wator closot supplied from tho said 
Wator Works must bo provided with a full and 
comploto apparatus, with proper valves so 
arranged to lot down notmoro than ono boot or 
division full of wator at each pull and to pro- 
vent tho wator from running to waato by inat- 
tention or neglect, and a propor basin, scatter- 
or, woighted lover, pan, trap and other appll- 
ancoa needful to proventauch water closotfrom 
becoming a nulsanco and inducing au undue 
consumption of wator ; and tho valves muBt bo 
worked by bruBS or copper wlroa. Every solf- 
acting or pull-down water closot must bo of a 
description approved by tho Water Commis- 
sioner or City Engineer. Tho doublo valvo scr- 
vico boxes must bo providod with a ball tap of 
tho approved kind, half an Inoh In dlametor. 
No water pipo shall communicato with a closet 
otherwise than with tho cistorn or Borvico box 
and so bb to provent tho return of foul air or 
Impuro mattor Into tho pipes of tho aaid Water 
Worka and no water pipo Bhall communicato 
directly with any urinal or slop hoppor. 

8. No wntor plpo must bo laid through, in, or 
Into any slough, drain, ashpit, timnuro holo or 
othor placo from which, in tho ovont of decay 
or injury to such pipo, tho wator of tho said 
Wator Works might bocomo foul or esoapo 
without observation or without Injury to tho 
consumer. Whoio any such slough, drain, BBh- 
pit, manuro holo, or other placo shall bo in tho 
unavoidablo courso of tho wator plpo, BUoh 
plpo shall bo pnssod through an exterior cast 
iron plpo or box of sufficient longth and 
strength to afford duo protection to tho wntor 
plpo and to bring any leakngo or wasto within 
tho moans of easy detection, 

9. No pipo or apparntus shall bo connected 
with tho Bald Wator Works until It Ihib beon 
Inspected by tho proper ofllcor of tho sold 
Wntor Works and cortifled by him to bb in 
accordance with tho Wator Works regulations. 

10. Evnry water motor must (unloBs othor- 
wIbo specially ugreed) bo providod with a 
Bopatate lnlot plpo leading from tho main or 
othor pipo of tho said Wator Works upon 
which lnlot plpo no etop-cock or othor outlet 
leading to or connooted with tho promises for 
tho supply of which such motor is fixed shall 
bo attached. 

11. No plumbor or other workman shall bo 
allowed to do or perform any work connected 
with tho supply of wator from tho said Water 
Works until ho Bhall havo boon admittod, on- 
rollod, and published by tho Water Commis- 
Bicnor as an authorized Wator Works plumbor 



nnd shall havo entorod into a written engage- 
ment to conform to and comply w Ith 
tho bylaws, mlea and regulations 
of tho B»i<1 Corporation in relation to 
tho construction and managemontof tho works 
and fitting-! to which such by-laws, iul*sand 
regulations Bh ill from time to timo npply ; and 
any master plumbor whoso nrimo has not been 
erased, as horeinaftor providod, shall, on ex- 
pressing hia willingness to comply wi'h Buch, 
by laws, ruloa, and regulations, bo admitted 
Immediately on signing an undertaking to that 
effect, and if atenytlmo afterwnido any such 
plumber shall wiliully bronk orovf.do any such

In the Centra Ward, on Tuesdays and Fri- 
days ; and 

In tho South Ward, on Wednesdays and 
Saturdays. 

13. In ovory caao In which a building or block 
of buildings occupied under two or moro 
Bopnrfto tenancies, oach of auch tenancies 
Bhall, for tho purposa of thl3 by-law, bo con- 
aldortd ob a sop irate building, and shall not bo 
supplied with tho water of tho said Wator 
Works oxcopt by moans of a sopnrato pipo laid 
from tho outer edgo of tho eldowalk, with a 
propor stop cock ; but an offlco or room, or lUt 
of offices or rooms, not being on tho main lloor 
of a building, shall not bo considered, as a 
separata tenancy. 

11. Any person or persons vacating any 
promises that havo beon supplied with wator 
from tho oliy main, or who may wish to dis- 
continue tho uso thrroof for a period of nctleBS 
than ono month, must glvo ono week's notice 
of tho samo to tho Commissioner in writing, 
othorwiso such porson or peraons will bo liablo 
for tho rent thoroof. 

15. Upon tho recoipt of an application from 
tho ownor or occupant of any premises for tho 
introduction of water, tho service pipe will ho 
provided and laid by tho City from tho main to 
tho lino of tho stroot, for which tho following 
charges will bo mado, payablo In advanco : 

Forono half Inch connection 5-10 00 

" thrco quarter inch connection 15 no 

" ono lnon connection 20 00 

" ono and one-half Inch connection. . . 30 00 

'• four inch counection 50 00 

10. All consumers must keen tholr Borvico 
pipes and Btop cocks and othor fixtures on their 
own premisea in good ropair and order at their 
own oxpixneo. 

17. Bofore connection is mado with tho street 
main tho applicant muat show to tho satiafac. 
tion of tho ComrriBsionor or poraon in charge 
of tho work that tho pipo and tho plumbing 
connected therewith within his premises is la'd 
In accordanco with tho requirements of tho 
said Commissioner or foreman nnd unless tho 
requirements aro comp ied with connections 
shall not bo mado with tho main, 

18 When more than one hoiiao or premises' 
is bupplied through ono aervico between tho 
maiuand tho i.treotllne, thoaorvico muat ha bo 
arranged, that tho supply of water to each 
sopnrato houso or premises can bo controlled 
by a separate Btop cock placed within or nonr 
tho street line. 

Premises owned by different pcVaona must 
havo a soparato oerrlce from tho main for oach 
consumor; consumers eball prevent all unneces- 
sary waste of water and shall make no concenl- 
mont of tho purpose for which tho water is 
used. 

19. Tho Commissioner and all officers author- 
ized by him Bhall havo freo access at proper 
houraof the day and upon roasonablo notlco 
bolng given or request mado to all land and all 
parts of every building in w hich wator is de- 
livered and consumed. 

20. Thoro shall bo payab'oby every conaumor 
or consumers of tho water of tho said Water 
Worka for tho purpoao or purpoaea horeinaftor 
montloned, tho following rates respectively:

For buildings occupied by ono family not 

including bath, wator closots or urinals. 3 .75 
When occupied by t *o familioa or ladgors 1.25 

Balhs (each privato houso) 10

There were present at the city council 
meeting last night, Mayor Teague, presid- 
ing, and Aid. Harris, Lsdinghum, Baker, 
Styles, Vigolius, Humphreys, Keith-Wilson 
and Dwyer. 

A communication was read from T. F. 
Sinclair asking that during hiB absenco from 
the city hiB garbage contract might be car- 
ried on by G. F. S telly. Granted. 

Tho following letter to tho Miyor was 
also read : 

Vancouver, B.C., Juno 7, 1891. 
Jno. Teapue, Manor, etc.. etc., Victoria, B.C. 

My Dear Sir :— You will doubtless havo 
soon by the morning papers tho action taken at 
iho public mooting held hero last night, having 
for its object the relief ot the sufferers by the 
llojd throughout the valloy of thoFraaor. This 
morning the committee appointed held a moot- 
ing (at which Colonel Baker wna present) and 
appointed an oxocullve comiuittoe constating 
or Aiayor Anderson, A. St. Q. Hamersley, VV. 
Templeton, VV. *keonoand tho writer. 

Wo havo also seen tho Interoat taken in tho 
matter bv Victoria and Nunuimo, and tho 
object of t Ida lott-ris tosocuro concerted action 
by the corporation*, to assure success in our 
operations and bu ird against confusion or im- 
p.jsi ion. 1 havo bn' a fow minutes before tho 
n at loaves to express my viows, but briefly wo 
think it would be bel tor to havo a central com- 
mil tee on thu Mainland, say Now Westmin- 
ster, as being ihu nearest and moat convonlont 
point fiom which to direct oiiornllons, and lot 
a.l our oontnbiu ions ha centralised and oia- 
in bated from there. It has boon suggested 
that the practical way of reaching tho Buffer- 
ing community and uecortainlng their needs, 
immediate aid futuru, will bo to sond a ro- 
spooaiblo man (or menl up tho rivor by tho 
goveinmont boat on Satur, ay next, and it has 
buen suggested that I ahould roprosont Van- 
coin or tor that purpose. This has not been 
finally decided upon however, and other Blops 
to poenro tho same ond may bo adopted if it 
should be found moro practicable. In the 
mean imo I write to invito your co-operation in 
any form which you m y decide upon aa 
most deslrablo, and at tho same time an ox- 
presaion of any opinion you may havo formed 
upon tho aubject. We shall likely hold a meet- 
ing at Now Westminster without delay, and 
would liko to havo your city ropiesonted 
thoreat, but I will communicate with you re- 
garding this nice definitely by wiro. Our con- 
tributions ao far consist of both money and 
neceaaaries for food and clothing. I have no 
doubt your'a w 11 bo likowiao. There will bo 
no good accomplished by ovordoing It, how- 
over, in our dosiro to bo charitable, and con- 
centrated action would therefore appear to bo 
desirablo. First, to aBcert- in what is actually 
required, and secondly, how beat to accjin- 
pliah it. 

If you could let mo havo a lino from you in 
tho morning 1 ahoula feel greatly obliged.

From D. Robacn, secrotary of the Board 
of Trade, Westminster, a letter was read 
asking that tho Counoil of Victoria take 
concerted action with other oities and boards 
of trade with regard to relieving flood suf- 
ferers, Referred to the finance committee 
and the Mayor. 

The auditor's regular report of the state 
of civic funds was received and filed. 

William Sargison sout in an account for 
$72 for services as engineer of the corpora- 
tion pump bjtween December 2 and Janu- 
ary 7. Referred to the waterworks com- 
mittee to report. 

The B. C. Corporation (Limited) informed 
the council that 4 per cent, was now al- 
lowed by them on deposits. Received and 
filed. 

Robert Ward & Co , Ltd , the Bank of 
British Columbia, and others, protested 
against what they referred to as " the 
morgue on Langley street " being used for 
that purpose. Referred to tho health 
officer. 

William Loseo addressed the following 
communication to tho council : 

To the Mayor and Aldermen : 

Gentlkmkn :— With ycur pormlnsion I wish 
to call your attention to tho m ignlflcont water 
supply afforded by Sooko lnko. with an area of 
four and a half square mllea of wator surface 
and having over 00,000 ucreo of a watorshol, 
through wnlch a number ot duo atreama run 
from tho mountains and act as feedors to tho 
lake. Tho outlet from 'ho lake ia only eighteen 
miles from the city, and by .your charter aa 
nmendod in 1892 th ) power which is now run- 
ning to waate belongs to tho city. Tho water 
now passing from the lako la about eOOOO.MJO 
gallons per day, and in winter nearly four 
times tint amount, 

By placing a dam a* tho outlet of the lako 
and rala'ng the water four feet there would bo 
sufliciint for 010 horao power for eighty-one 
daya of coniit uod drouth, evon it all tho tVeif- 
er ahould run dry. It would cost about $51. 
001 to orcct and complete a plant for furnishing 
225 arc lightB of 2,000 candle power each ; tho 
lights and wiring of tho city would cost extra 
'1 ho above piico would include right of w y 
for one quarter milo over prlvato pionortyfor 
rui ning thi water and ten acres of land for 
buildings, etc. Thore would bo sufficient power 
left from tho 010 horae power to light tho city 
hall, fire halls and about 1,000 spare lights, 
by putting in an inenndeacent generator 
and wiring, which would crat about §30.000 
oxtra. Tho saving to be derived from Biich a 
plant would be for 50 yeara $100,0«0 in fuel: in- 
toreston $55,000 at 1 pur cent. 5I20,VO; threo 
now boilers every ten years at $1,30 i each $19, 
500; paving iu light ing cltf and lire halls at $3.- 
OOii por annum for 50 yoara, $150. OIX), tho wh de 
totalling $539,500 in 50 yoara, ng.»inat which 
thero would bo iutoroat on plant for completo 
arc and incandescent plant, 8100.000, at 1 pnr 
cent, which would bo $1,000 por annum and in 
10 yoara iho wholo plant would have paid for 
it8elf and the raving to tho city in 50 yeara 
would bo $519,000. 

I would liko to put in a tender for tho powor 
by wator and all necessary appliances for tho 
transmission of electricity to supply 220 arc 
lights of 2.000 c p each. (Sd,) VV. 15. Losbk. 

On Aid. Lodingham a motion, it was de- 
cided to call a Bpecial mooting to allow Mr. 
Loseo to explain his scheme fully. 

The deed for tho Anglican synod come- 
tory section was read and approved, tho 
Mayor boing authorized to Bigu it. 

There was somo diecuaston on the matter, 
Aid. Baker pointing out that aa the cemo- 
tery committeo would only have some $300 
at tho end of this month to carry thorn 
through tho year, very littlo could bo spent 
on improving tho ground. 

The recommendation of tho finance com- 
mitteo for appropriations of $1,945.00, and 



the school board requisition for $230 were 
adopted. 

A report from tho BtrcetB committeo on 
various matters was adopted. 

Referring to Aid. Keith-Wilson's re- 
marks at a previous meeting about people 
erecting boathouaoa ou the waterfront on 
Lbllns road. 

The Mavor aaid that something should 
be done to prerorvo the city'B rights, 

Ald VlOELIDS thereupon moved that 
legal uotico bo givon to tliooe people to re- 
move cba huildiuga. Carried. 

Ald STYLES had another matter to bring 
up. The Clover Point ranges, ho said, woro 
dangerous to tho public paaaing along the 
Dallaa road when thore was firing at long 
distances. Ho had notioed last Saturduy 
that bullets were pasairg right over a horao 
standing ia a hollow iu a paddock. Tho 
trouble might bo romediod by putting the 
rango at the foot of tho olitf. Numerous 
complaints • had beon made and something 
should bo dono about it. 

On Aid. ViKolius' motion the mattor was 
referred to tho park oommitteo to confer 
with the officers of tho B.C.G.A.

TO THE ELECTORS 

OF 

Victoria City Electoral District 



Gentlrmkn:— TliOKonoral election now being 
near at h^nd, and being a candidate for re- 
election, 1 wish to place my views on somo of 
tho questions commanding your attention, aj 
well as to intimato tho lino of action which I 
shall take and tho measures which I shall if 
opportunity pormits, support and maintain.' 

Tho p irty now in power havo practically held 
olllco for over eleven years. Their policy has 
beon an indotlnito ono on many of the questions 
requiring consideration. At tho laat goneral 
election tho Oppoaitlon advocated roform in 
tho land laws of tho province, and havo been 
ablo to mako some important cbanpes. 

Tho prlvilego of allowing spoculator3 and 
non rcsidonts to tnko up lnr^e tracts of land 
has been taken away and tho iands are now 
availablo for actual Bottlers. 

By tho olFortH of Iho Opposition tho assess- 
ment of wild land has been much improved; 
tho ad valorom princlplo of assessment accord- 
ing to tho land value, is now Ihu law. 

There aro two essentlsl matters yot to be car- 
ried out In connection with tho oncouraging of 
agriculture aettlerB. l'itst. tho surveying of 
available landsj for such a Ipurpoao and giving 
tho noccspary information by tho hands and 
Works Dcpaitmont; second, tho making of 
roadn to such sottlomonta, so that tho farmer 
may bo ablo to bring his produce to market- 
such a policy as thia must 6a adopted in order 
to develop and oncourago the farming Industry 
of our Province. By so doing wo shall add 
much to our wealth and prosperity. 

Tho railway policy of tho Govorntnont has 
not boen a businoss llko one. From iho time of 
tho grant given to tho Esquimau & Nanaimo 
Railway down to tho NaKuap & Slocan deal, 
tho intorcs s of the Provinco ai.d tho welfare 
of tho peoplo havo not boon well gutrdod. un 
tho ono hand a corporation receive* a larso 
subBldy and an immonso trace of land, free 
from taxation for over ; on tho othor, a private 
company ia subsidized by guaranteeing tho 
bonds to the full cost of the road aa well aa in- 
terest on tho samo for twouty-flvo years. One 
cannot but como to tho conclusion char, a Gov- 
ernment policy of such a character ia likely to 
bring tho credit of tho l J rovinco Into disre- 
pute. 

Monopolies of any kind aro to be deplored ; 
but monopolies bncked by Government aid and 
support aro often the most dilllctilt to over- 
co • e. Government aid to suoh an extent as 
baa been given in tho inbtnnces referred to 

Erecludea other roads from boing asaiated or 
uilt. Asan Instaneo of this we recognize the 
difliculty tho British Pacific Railway will havo 
in dealing with tho Esqulmal t & Nanaimo Rail- 
way and its oxisting rights. Thus by t he action 
of tho present Government in tho past it looka 
as if tho provinco woro at tiio more v of ring- 
Btors and monopolists who aro despoiling tho 
peoplo of thoir heritage. 

I am opposod to tho executive using its power 
to mako largo appropriations of money by 
Bpecial warrant for roada, atruota, bridges and 
public works, without ilrst submitting such to 
tho legislature. Such a courso of action leads 
to favoritism and corruption and ia not in ac- 
cord with tho principles of constitutional gov- 
ernment. 

I havo advocated, and will continue to do so, 
Lho reduction of taxation ou imp ovemontsand 
tho abolition of taxes on mortnagca. The latter 
impost propsos doubly hard upon the borrower, 
and tho repeal of this law would be in tho In- 
ternet and forthondvancemciitof the province. 

Tho practlco followed on too eve of a general 
election of promising aid to public workB and 
institutiona by members of the executive should 
bo condomned. as it Is attempting to bribe the 
olectors with thoir own money. Tho independ- 
ent electors Bhould answer this by sending men 
to tho Legislature who will do their utmost to 
removo such mlnhtors from powor. 

During tho past four yo-\rs legislation ha3 
beon brought about, chiefly by tho Opposition, 
in reforming tho School Law. Tho residents of 
the cltloB havo now greater powor over tho man- 
ngemontof their schools, andmore iayetdeslred 
In this particular. I shall use my beat endeav- 
ors to bring thiB about, bo that our schc ols may 
bo frco ot all political Influences. 

I have alBO advocated further restriction on 
Chinese immigration and tho employment of 
Chineso by any company seeking charters or 
grant* from tho Legislature. I have advocated 
and still maintain that a clause should bo in- 
serted in all bills giving such privileges or aid 
to prevent the omploj ment of thiB class of 
labor. 

I also havo advocated the necessity of em- 
ploying rosidonts of tho Province instead of 
non-rosidonts or foreigners In the prosecution ot 
all works or contracts let by tho Govornment. 

It is IniposBiblo in an address of this kind to 
touch on all questions affecting the Province. 
I hope, however, before long to have tho oppor- 
tunity of addressing tho olectors in public 
meeting, at which time I will rcfor to matters 
more oxtonBively. 

. Hoping that my past record as a representa- 
tive In tho Local Legislature has bnon accept- 
able to you, I again seek your votes and sup- 
port.
